Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's rep. argued that the term "Christmas-tree-shaped" was 
enough disclosure to support the new Figure 7. The examiner disagreed and was of the opinion that said term does 
not support the specific structure set forth in new Figure 7. Applicant's rep. argued that the original Figure 1 supported 
the two phrases in claim 1 which the examiner rejected as being new matter. The examiner disagreed and was of the 
opinion that Figure 1 does not support the two phrases. Applicant's rep. also pointed out a location in the original 
specification for support of claim 20, namely page 5, third full paragraph. The examiner suggested that applicant's rep. 
include the location of this specific part of the disclosure in applicant response to the Final rejection. .
